ments designed to dismantle the Office of Economic Opportunity 
and place the programs involved under other agencies with more 
Involvement by the states and private enterprise.

Abba Eban, Israel's foreign minister, told the Security Council 


that a special representative of the council could be useful in 
bringing Arabs and Jews together in the Middle East, but only 
if the council's directive did not prejudice Israel's policies or 
her neeotiatinsr position. Jordan's foreign minister, Abdul Monem 
Rafal,"made it clear that if direct negotiations are the heart of 
the Israeli case, an Israeli withdrawal from Arab lands remains 
the central Arab position. 


Britain was reported to have obtained an added $250 million 


in international credits for support of the pound. The loan was 
apparently completed over the weekend by leading central bank- 
ers meeting at the Bank for International Settlements in Basle, 
Switzerland.

over the names of four young United States Xavy enlisted men, 
saying that the four had become "deserters" in Japan from the 
Carrier Intrepid as a protest against the war in Vietnam.

WASHINGTON — The House 


defeated by a lo^vote margin 
yesterday a Republican amend- 
ment to cut President John . 
Son's antipoverty bill by more 
than $600 million. 


The vote was 159 to 149 a . 


gainst the amendment offered 
by Charles E. Goodell, Re . 
publican of upstate New York. 
The amendment would 
have 


limited the antipoverty author, 
ization for the current fiscal 
year to ?1.4 billion. 


Representatives then defeated 


with one minor exception, the 
first of a series of Republican 
amendments designed to dis. 
mantle the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, the antipoverty a. 
gency and place the programs 
under other agencies with more 
involvement by me states and 
private enterprise. 


On the surface, this appeared 


to be a resounding victory for 
administration Democrats how 
had worked for weeks trying to 
line up enough votes to keep 
the antipoverty programs alive 
and resembling their present 
form. Yesterday's votes were 
the first on what is expected to 
be a prolonged, mree^ay battle 
in the House over the program 
that was first enacted In 1964 
but has come under increasing 
attacks from many sources in 
the last year or so. 


Proponents of the bill conced- 


ed, however, that the danger of 
a serious setback had not pass, 
ed. Southern Democrats, who 
have been critical of the anti - 
poverty programs, did not fully 
participate in yesterday's vot- 
ing. 
Most of them refrained 


from voting with either tee Re* 
publicans or the administra - 
tion, even though they consti- 
tuted the balance of power on 
most votes. 


Therefore, the crucial test of 


the bill's ability to survive in 
the House lies ahead, probably 
when a motion is made to send 
the bill back to committee. 


President Johnson asked Con- 


gress to 
authorize 
a n d 


appropriate $2.06 billion for 
antipoverty programs. The Sen. 
ate increased the authorization 
to $2.26 billion and the House 
Committee on Education and La- 
bor 
reported 
a bill 
that 


coincided with the President? s 
budget. 


Even if the committee's ver. 


sion should pass, however, no 


one expects Congress to ap- 
propriate the full $2.06 billion. 
Most nondefense items have 
been cut in an effort to trim a 
burgeoning 
deficit, and the 


chairman of the appropriations 
committee, George H.Mahonof 
Texas, has said the appropria- 
tion for antipoverty programs 
will be in the neighborhood of 


$1.6 billion, the amount spent 
last year.

vestigate the election returns. 
However, Lay said David Swtn. 
son, county solicitor, had been 
looking into such an examination 
from a legal aspect. 


"It is legal," Lay said, "as 


long as it is done by the Board 
of Elections after having noti- 
f.ed all candidates for County 
commissioner and the boards 
of election of the effected pre. 
cmcts, 
The recount will be held next 


Monday rooming, Nov. 20 at 
10 o'clock at the Court House. 


As for the possibility of a re* 


count changing the results of 
the election, Lay said "not a 
chance. 
Bat it is the opinion 


of the election board that any 
votes that

meant for Mr. Marshall could

not counted.

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. troops 


beat back a furious North Viet- 
namese charge late yesterday, 
firing 105mm howitzers 
at 


point-blank range in the Jungled 
hills of the central highlands 14 
miles south of Dak To. 


After a two-hour battle, the 
North Vietnamese broke off the 
engagement, but their suspected 
major camp two miles farther 
south was plastered early to- 
day by U.S. B52 eight-engine 
Stratoforts. 


For 10 hours before the North 


Vietnamese struck, the enemy 
had rained mortar and rocket 
shells on positions of the U.S. 
forces, elements of the 173rd 
Airborne Brigade. 


Then U.S. helicopter gunships 


attacked the Communists, hop- 
ing to find the reinforcements 
U.S. intelligence reports said 
were shifted to the Dak To front 
from the area of Pleiku, about 50 
miles south. 


The Americans lost nine killed 


and 21 wounded in the renewed 
fighting, the U.S. Command re- 
ported. Its revised figures put 
U.S. casualties in 11 days of 
fighting around Dak To at 97 
killed and 521 wounded. 


The North Vietnamese casual- 
ties in yesterday's battle were 
not 
known, 
but U.S. head- 


quarters said 625 of the enemy 
were killed in the previous 10 
days of fighting. 


North 
Vietnamese 
troops 


launched a mortar attack last 
night on another battalion cC 
the 173rd Airborne, dropping 
in 72 rounds. U.S. casualties 
were hot immediately known. 


No major ground fighting was 


reported elsewhere in South 
Vietnam, but the U.S. Com. 
mand announced a new Marine 
Corps operation in the northern 
part of the country on the South 
China sea coast six miles above 
the coastal town of An Hoa. 


A broadcast dispatch 
of Ha- 


noi's Vietnam News 
Agency 


claimed the Communist forces, 
had 'inflicted nearly 1,300 cas. 
ualties on Americans and South 
Vietnamese fighting in Dak To. 
It added 13 allied helicopters 
were shot down and that a large 
quantity of arms and munitions 
had been seized by the Red 
forces. The dispatch quoted the 
Viet Cong's Giai Phong Press 
f gency. 


By rough estimate, both sides 


are evenly matched in manpow- 
er with 6,000 men each. The 
North Vietnamese 
have five 


regiments in the area, Including 
a regiment equipped with heavy 
122mm rockets. 


U.S, officials expressed belief 


the over-all Communist objec- 
ive was to gain an "impact vic- 
tory" to embarrass South Viet- 
nam's new civilian-based gov- 
ernment. But at the same time, 
Dak To is important tothem be- 
cause it straddles a key infil. 
tration route into the central 
highlands from North Vietnam 
via Communist-held portions of 
neighboring Laos.

19, airman; Michael A. Lind.

The names corresponded with 


those given by the Navy in 
Washington which said the four 
men were listed UA—Anauthor. 
ized Absence. 
A spokesman 


said the four men did not re* 
turn from liberty by the time 
the Intrepid departed from Yo. 
kosuka Oct. 26. 


The Navy listed Bailey as 


from 
Jacksonville, Fla.,;Ba. 


rilla from Catonsville, Md.; 
Lindner from Mount Pocono, 
Pa,; and Anderson from San 
Jose, Calif. 


The Navy said that it had no 


other information on the men.

in Baltimore, Md., and the one 
who said he was Anderson list- 
ed his birthplace as San Jose, 
Calif.

Liberals Could Gain 
Control in Philippines

MANILA (AP)— Millions of 


Filipinos vote today in national 
elections that could bear heavily 
on the political future of Pres. 
ident Ferdinand E. Marcos and 
his ambitious "rice and roads" 
economic program. 


With eight of 24 Senate seats 


at stake, the opposition Liber- 
als had a chance to gain con- 
trol of the divided upper cham- 
ber and perhaps bottle up the 
legislation Marcos wants. 


Observers said Marcos' Na. 


tionalist party had to win at 
least six Senate contests to pre- 
vent a setbacV to the 50-year 
old president's plans to seek re-- 
election in 1969. 
Marcos is 


widely considered the Philip. 
pines' most vigorous president 
In a decade. 


His pro-Western foreign poli. 


cy, including the stationing of 
2,000 troops in Vietnam, was not 
an issue. 


Nearly eight million persons 


were expected to vote. 


About 25,000 soldiers were 


pla _d on alert for the 12th na- 
tional elections after the cam- 
paign that turned into one of the 
freest and fiercest shows of 
democracy in Asia. 


The national constabulary said 


47 persons were killed and 55 
wounded in campaign violence. 
One unofficial tally put the 
deaths 
at 73. 
Thirty-three 


persons 
were 
killed in the 


campaign two years ago. 


Sen. Gaudencio Antonino, 58, 


running for re-election as an in- 
dependent, died when his pri- 
vate 
helicopter 
crashed 55 


miles south of Manila yester- 
day. 
His chief aide and 
the 


pilot also were kilied. Antonino, 
a millionaire businessman, was 
elected in 1961 as a Liberal 
but broke with the party this 
year after it did not back him 
for anotiier term.

weapons: tax incentives piled on 
top of the fundamental tax fact 
that Puerto Rico pays no Fed- 
eral income taxes, 


Specifically, under laws pass- 


ed in 1947-48 and amended many 
times since, qualifying manu- 
facturers who start or expand 
plants are granted 100 per cent 
exemption from the island's 
corporation income taxes for 
periods ranging from 10 to 17 


5*3 
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years. The longest exemption 
of 17 years is for industries 
locating in the island's less de- 
veloped areas. Exempted busi- 
nesses also are free of prop- 
erty taxes, excise taxes, mu- 
nicipal taxes, licenses and fees. 
And all this is, mind you, on top 
of no Federal income taxes.

ancv is up to 70 years.

revolution is progressing by 
stages from the processing of 
agricultural products to apparel 
and metal products to petro- 
chemicaU.

Mayor William 
Walsh of Syracuse, Mayor Frank Lamb of Ro- 
chester, Mayor Louie Welch of Houston, Mayor 
Arthur Naftalin of Minneapolis — all registered 
their support. GOP opposition began to boomer-

Finally Congress relented on at least one 


point. It voted a stop-gap measure to pay 
salaries to antipoverty, Peace Corps and for. 
eign aid workers, 


But if Speaker McCormack had not scheduled 


the 21 chicken-feed bills in advance of the anti- 
poverty debate a week ago Monday, the record 
of delay might have been different.

The position at Eban on this 


point was counterbalanced by 
his unreserved rejection of the 
three-nation resolution and his 
comment that none of the pro. 
posals before the council, In. 
eluding the American draft^ave 
"sufficient weight to the concept 
of negotiation and agreement." 


Israel, he declared, has "ser. 


ious and constructive proposals 
to make in the direct peace ne- 
gotiations she seeks with the 
Arab states and will be ready 
to "consider and react to ideas 
put directly to us by the other 
side."

Idual sovereignty" of Japan ov- 
er both groups of islands but 
has maintained administrative 
control, and developed Cfcnawa 
into one of its military bases in 
the Western Pacific.

as also implied that I carried a grudge 


against the Forest Service and would gc .out of 
my way to find fault with any program they m- 


think, calls for a "look at the record." 


First I will have to admit that I have been 


critical of the lack of recreational development 
on the lands of the ANF for many years. While 
other national forests were beingfully developed, 
especially in the West, the vast potential of our 
local federal lands have been overlooked. This, 
in spite of the fact that they are centrally lo- 
cated m heart of the nation's expanding urban 


gInWshort, I have considered the recreational 
development of the Allegheny National Forest 
to be twenty to thirty years behind in meeting 
the demands placed upon it by the public and I 
have been impatiently critical of delays that keep 
the public from having full use of the few facili- 
ties that have been authorized. 


But all in all, I think the record will show that 


in other respects I have fully supported the 
\NF staff and the Forest Service when they pro- 
posed some highly controversial programs. 


Take the even-age timber management plan, 


for instance. While this program was violently 
opposed by many sportsmen and some private 
timber operators, I hailed it as a step forward 
in timber-wildlife management. And now that it 
has been in operation for the past several years, 
I think that it is proving to be just that. 


I have taken issue with the Pennsylvania Game 


Commission because they hestitate to apply the 
same multiple use plan to their game lands that 
is in effect on the lands of the Allegheny Na- 
tional Forest. And on several occasions I have 
directed attention to the fact that only on these 
lands is it possible for the wilderness camper 
to pitch his tent where he wants without going 
through a lot of red tape to get permits of various 
sorts. 


I have lauded their "in lieu of taxes" pro- 


gram; most often drawing heavy criticism from 
owners of private timber lands who claim the 
return to the townships is not based on practical 
return of profits. But the financial aid provided 
the townships by this program is of such value 
that I find it hard to question its merit. 


And there is little doubt that it was the "in 


lieu of taxes" program that influenced me to 
support the acquisition of lands on the west 
bank of the Kinzua reservoir, again drawing 
fire from my timber-producing friends. But in 
addition to the fact that the "in Lieu" funds 
would 
be highly useful t o the concerned 


townships, I also felt that public ownership of 
lands surrounding a public development such as 
the dam was not only practical but imperative. 


My position on this matter could change though 


in the very near future if more effort isn't 
soon directed toward making all of our publical- 
ly-owned lands more available to the public. 
There seems to be a growing tendency lately 
for bureaucratic minds to consider such lands 
their private property once they come into fed- 
eral ownership. And in this respect, the Forest 
Service is not the only guilty party. 


However, I hope that I can continue to support 


the land acquisition program. 


And 
although it doesn't please many area 


sports, I intend to keep on supporting the road 
building program of the ANF. For through 
this 
program vast 
areas with recreational 


potential are being opened up to general public 
use and scenic enjoyment, even though it may 
allow road hunters to penetrate what is present- 
ly considered as backcountry. But with scenic 
rural-type roads becoming more and more 
important to the future of Warren County the 
value of this road program cannot be dis- 
counted. 


I further intend to support the river develop- 


ment program presently being instituted by the 
ANF, and was highly enthusiastic when they an- 
nounced the purchase of Thompson's Island 
as the first step of the program. 


So, all m all, I haven't been too critical of 


either the ANF staff or the Forest Service 
overall. But I still contend that their efforts 
to develop the tremendous recreational potential 
of the Allegheny National Forest has been lack- 
adaisical.

Shift tfae Kansas City franchise 
to Oakland, Calif., and to grant 
franchises operable in 1969 to 
Kansas City and Seattle. 


Representatives of the senior 


circuit met yesterday for ex. 
pansion talks at a special meet- 
ing which grew out of the pres. 
sure generated by the Ameri. 
can League. 


Originally, it was reported 


that Seattle was high on the 
NL's new franchise list and 
that possibly the NL would chal- 
lenge the AL for that city whose 
citizens vote in February on a 
$40 million bond issue for a new 
sports complex. 


Challenge was thought to be 


in the making because of the 
announced intentions of E.J. 
"Buzzy1 Bavasi, general mana- 
ger of the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
in bidding for a Seattle fran. 
chise. 
Bavasi had the blessing at 


Dodger owner Walter J. 0»Mal- 
ley, one oftheNL'smostpower- 
ful 
figures. 


National 
League President 


Warren Giles said he wanted to 
clear the air about Seattle with 
this statement: 


"The major league rules pro- 


vide that before a major league 
makes a commitment or takes 
any official action to expand, its 
program will be presented to 
and discussed at a joint meet- 
ing." 
"The resolutions adopted by 


the American League on Oct. 
18-19 providing for transfer of 
the Kansas City club to Oakland 
and for expansion of the Ameri. 
can League to Kansas City and 
Seattle involves a commitment 
and official action by the Amer- 
ican League prior to a joint 
meeting which is contrary to 
the rule and will not oppose ex. 
pansion of the American League 
to Kansas City and Seattle an- 
nounced in its resolutions," he 
said. 
The meeting resumed with 


Giles insisting that "we haven't 
even decided to expand let alone 
talk about possible new fran. 
chise sites." 


San Diego, Milwaukee, Dallas- 


Fort Worth, Buffalo, N.Y., and 
Montreal have been mentioned 


if expansion materializes. 


"We are exchanging ideas and 


if we decide on expansion we 
will set up a timetable/' Giles 
said. "But nothing is going to 
he formalized until fee Joint 
major league meetings in Mex. 
ico City later this month." 


"Right now, we are playing 


everything by ear," he said. 


Giles admitted he had fran. 


chise applications from Buffalo, 
Dallas-Forth Worth, San Diego, 
and Milwaukee. 


"I also have a letter from To. 


ronto which I consider a fran. 
chise bid," Giles said. "And I 
have an application from anoth- 
er city that has requested that 
It remain unidentified at this 
time." 


Giles added that Montreal had 


not filed for a franchise and 
that he had not heard from any. 
one in that city. 


"If we decide to expand then 


we will select two cities so each 
league will have 12 clubs," 
Giles added. "We want to do 
everything in an orderly fash- 
ion." 


"The American League vio- 


lated the spirit of the rule, and 
I think its action was hasty," 
Giles said, "But it was confront, 
ed with problems, and they had 
to take taster action then they 
wanted to."

where else outside of Chicago."

and no vote was taken but I 
would say there was sentiment 
for expansion," said Giles. "We 
will have a joint meeting on 
Nov. 30 in Mexico City. The next 
day the National League will 
meet on its own and expansion 
again win be discussed.

chises granted at Mexico City if 
we do decide to expand because 
we cannot move that fast. We 
are not ready to say that at the 
meeting in Mexico City plans 
for expansion would be or would 
not be formalized.

as Warren Rotary Club joined

countries in this week's world 
wide observance of "Rotary 
Foundation Week." This year 
marks culmination of a year- 
long observance by Rotary clubs 
everywhere of the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Rotary Founda. 
tion, according to club presi- 
dent Henry Powell. 


Dr. Hufford was a Rotary Fel- 


low, in 1956-57, at King's Col- 
lege, Durham University, Eng. 
land, where he earned a degree 
of master of literature. His 
topic 
was "Better Interna- 


tional Understanding." 


Hufford recalled he was in 


England at the time of the Suez 
crisis, and the Hungarian rebel, 
lion. 
His discussion yesterday con- 


sidered in some detail dis. 
crepancies in statistics and pro. 
nouncements 
of the United 


States government on the situa- 
tion in Vietnam. As director of 
the Clarion State College debat. 
ing teams, Hufford says that he 
was professionally required to 
gather all evidence on both sides 
of the controversy over U.S. in- 
volvement in Vietnam. 


Weighing 
the evidence, he 


came to the conclusion that the 
U.S. Government's position was 
wrong. He cited dates, and pages 
of pronouncements and publica. 


tion of statistics by the Secre- 
tary of State, the president and 
heads of the armed forces, 
which in his opinion have been 
very misleading to the public, 
and 
have 
caused 
a great 


credibility gap. The facts ap- 
pear to him to prove that we are 
not winning the war in Viet. 
na. Further that both our al. 
lies and neutral nations all over 
the world are condemning our 
conduct of the war, and fear we 
may trigger World War HI. 


He quoted U.S. casualty fi- 


gures for the first four months 
of 1965 as 113 Americans; first 
four months of 1966 as 1,540; 
and the first four months of 
1967 the loss of 2,779 Ameri. 
cans. Establishment of per. 
manent air fields and other 
bases in Vietnam he reminds 
appear to many knowledgable 
Americans to be most disquiet, 
ing, and point to a tragic future 
of the Vietnam adventure. 


Dr. Hufford feels this is a 


vitally important issue, and all 
the facts should be set before 
the American people. He closed 
with the quotation: "My country, 
right or wrong ~ if it is right, 
to keep it right ~ and if it is 
wrong, to make it right."

No doubt you've been follow, 


ing with wonder the dramatic 
leap of toe pill from the medi. 
cine cabinet to the boudoir and 
the psychiatrist's office. But 
are you aware that one ot the 
oldest of household pills —those 
little white pellets that have 
proved so successful in pre. 
venting moth damage — can 
now be used to cure a multitude 
of home and garden headaches 
beyond the clothes closet? 


Naphthalene, the ball or flake 


type of moth preventive, has 
recently been found to be ef- 
fective against pests even more 
formidable than its traditional 
enemies — the moth and the 
carpet beetle. Or if you prefer, 
your moth preventive 
in a 


nugget or crystal form, para, 
dichlorobenzene will also do 
the trick. 
It all started when toe State 


of Maine declared war on the 
nocturnal assaults the deer had 
long been making on its apple 
orchards. 


Each year the deer's delight 


in unripened tree-borne fruit 
costs American apple-growers 
millions of dollars in damaged 
and plundered crops. The out- 
cry of Maine farmers against 
this graceful marauder was 
heeded by the state's Depart, 
ment of Inland Fisheries and 
Game, which was concerned 
both with putting a halt to toe 
pillage and protecting the dan. 
gerously depleted deerpopula. 
tion. After testing numerous 
chemicals, Chief Game Warden 
Marsh found that a mere sniff 
of naphthalene would send toe 
deer scampering. 


And so, a centuries-old prob- 


lem was solved by the simple 


expedient of hanging mothballs 
enclosed in mesh bags from the 
branches of the apple trees and, 
for further protection, sur- 
rounding the orchard with lines 
of mothballs. 
As ahoroe gardener and house- 


holder, you can benefit frofti 
the happy fact that not only 
deer but many small animals 
will take offense at the sharp 
attack these preventives make 
on their sensitive sinus tracts. 
For 
instance, the quivering 


little nose of the rabbit, snif. 
fing out your carrots, tulips 
and nasturtiums, will quickly 
get the message that a couple 
of small bags of mothballs or 
para nuggets strung around your 
garden send out to it. 


Or perhaps that ingenious 


little burglar, the squirrel, has 
been finding entrances into your 
home despite all your efforts to 
bar him — ripping up mat. 
tresses and similar stuff as he 
collects material for his nest, 
and creating a noisy disturb, 
ance in your attic. Track him 
down by sprinkling flour across 
his usual nighttime routes.then 
following his footprints to es. 
tablish the path and entry point 
to your home. Next opportunity, 
strew mothballs, flakes, para 
nuggets or crystals across this 
path, and watch him turn his 
bushy tail. Even toe skunk, 
ironically enough, cannot abide 
these odors and can be routed 
by them. 
These moth preventives have 


many additional uses. For one 
thing, mildew — that furry 
white fungal growth that can 
cause such dismay to house- 
wives when it attacks material 
in damp parts of the house —

moth and carpet beetle larva 
are responsible for the nearly 
$1 billion of home damage each 
year because of improper meto. 
ods. The three most common

The recommended minimum 


quantity ef moth preventive to 
be used is about two pounds 
per 100 cubic feet for para, 
dichlorobenzene, 
and

double that amount for naphtha* 
lene. Since both types of moth 
control are quite inexpensive, 
it is wise to err en the gen* 
erous side. 


Since it is the vapors emitted 


by these moth preventives thai 
destroy the larva, it is most 
important to prevent their dis- 
sipation into the outer air;tignt 
storage is a must. This can best 
be achieved by folding the 
treated clothes in aluminum foil 
and sealing tightly, and using 
tightly closed closets or ward- 
robe bags.

'FROZEN* SHOULDER 


Frozen shoulder is not a scientific term, but one so ap- 


propriate and descriptive, that it has been accepted gen- 
erally, In this disorder, the shoulder is stiff and cannot 
be moved without pain. Most victims are middle^iged. 


The cause is not known, although several factors are 


possibilities. Some individuals develop gradual stiffness 
because of disuse while recuperating from stroke, coro- 
nary thrombosis, or other disorders calling for pro- 
longed bed rest. Others ascribe the condition to a mi- 
nor injury such as a contusion or sprain, but trauma 
usually is not responsible. 


At anj- rate, certain movements of the arm trigger pain. 


Because activity causes discomfort, the sufferer spares 
the extremity. A vicious circle results, in that the less 
movement, the more rigid the shoulder becomes. In time, 
stiffness is so acute, the arm cannot be raised straight 
from the side or rotated as in reaching for the wallet in a 
back pocket. 


If the aonorrvality goes untreated, pain lessens some- 


wnat in time and there is partial return of motion. But

the shoulder is not so limber as before and, conse- 
quently, the limited movement remains a handicap. There 
is no unanimity of opinion as to what happens on the in. 
side. 
To the best of our knowledge, the tendons and 


fibrous tissues have degenerated.

When discomfort abates, treatment consists of an in. 


tensive program of exercise and physical therapy. Ma. 
nlpulation is done initially under anesthesia. The limber, 
ing process must be gradual and sometimes ACTH or 
hydrocortisone is used in conjunction with these treat- 
ments. 
Heat in the form of an electric pad or hot water bag 


affords relief. Infrared lamp, and short wave or ultra- 
sonic therapy will prove helpful.

Section 4. DECLARATION 


AND PAYMENT OF TAX 


A. Net Profits. 
(1) Every taxpayer who rea- 


sonably expects that he will 
earn any taxable net profits 
during the period between April 
first of the current year and 
December thirty.first of the 
current year shall, on or before 
April fifteenth of the current 
year, make and file with the 
Income Tax Officer on a form 
prescribed by the Income Tax 
Officer a declaration of his es- 
timated 
net profits for the

estimated amount of net profits

The tax- 
payer making the declaration 
shall, at the time of filing there- 
of, pay the Township of Sugar 
Grove, one fourth (14) of the 
estimated tax shown as due 
thereon and such taxpayer shall 
thereafter pay one fourth (¥4) 
of the estimated tax In each of 
three (S) Installments, as tol- 


(3) The Income Tax Officer 


is hereby authorized to pro- 
vide by regulation for the mak- 
ing and filing of adjusted dec- 
larations 
of estimated net 


profits and for the payments 
of the estimated tax in cases 
where a taxpayer who has filed 
{he declaration hereinabove re- 
quired shall thereafter either 
reasonably expect additional net 
profits not previously declared 
or find that he has overesti- 
mated his net profits. 


(4) 
On 
or before April 


fifteenth of the subsequent year, 
every taxpayer who has earned 
taxable net profits shall make 
and file with the Income Tax 
officer on a form prescribed 
by him, a final return showing 
all of such net profits for the 
period beginning April first of 
the current year and ending 
December thirty.first of the 
current year, the total amount 
of tax due, the amount of es- 
timated tax paid under the pro- 
visions of this section, and the 
balance due. When the return 
is for a fiscal year different 
from the calendar year, the 
return shall be made within 
one hundred and five (105) days 
from the end of the said fiscal 
year. The percentage of the 
total net profits of any calendar 
or fiscal year of a taxpayer 
beginning or ending within the 
period beginning April first of 
the current year and ending 
December thirty.first 
of the 


current year, to which the tax 
imposed by this Ordinance shall 
be applicable, shall be equal 
to the same percentage of such 
total net profits as the number 
of days in any such year within 
such period bears to the total 
number of days in any such 
year. 


At the time of filing the 


final return, the taxpayer shall 
pay the balance of the tax due 
or shall make demand for the 
refund or credit in the case of 
overpayment. 


(a) On or before January 


thirty.first of the subsequent 
year, a taxpayer may, in lieu 
of paying his fourth quarterly 
installment of his estimated 
tax, elect to file his final re- 
turn with the Income Tax Offi- 
cer and make final payment or 
claim refund as the case may 
be.(5) Every taxpayer who dis- 
continues business, prior to De- 
cember thirty.first of the cur- 
rent year, shall, within thirty 
(30) 
days after discontinuance 


of business, file his final re- 
turn as hereinabove required 
and pay the tax due or demand 
refund or credit in the case of 
overpayment. 


(b) Salaries, wages, com- 


mission and other compensa- 
tion.(1) Every taxpayer who Is 
employed on a salary, wage, 
commission or other compensa- 
tion basis and who reasonably 
expects 
to earn any taxable 


earnings not subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 5 of this Or- 
dinance relating to the collec- 
tion at source, shall, on or be- 
fore April first of the current 
year, make and file with the 
Income Tax Officer a declara- 
tion of his 
estimated total 


amount of taxable salaries, 
wages, commissions and other 
compensation for the period 
beginning April first of the 
current year and ending De« 
cember thirty.first of the cur. 
rent year, the estimated amount 
of tax thereon that will be de- 
ducted therefrom pursuant to 
Section 5 of this Ordinance, the 
estimated amount of tax im- 
posed by this Ordinance that will 
not be deducted therefrom pur- 
suant to Section 5 and such 
other relevant information as 
the Income Tax Officer may 
require. In preparing hit dec- 
laration of estimated taxable 
salaries, wages, commissions 
and other compensation taxable 
wider this Ordinance, the tax. 
payer 
shall use the same 


amounts with respect to such 
Items as he shall have used In 
preparing his declaration of es. 
timated tax for the year 1968 


for the federal Income tax pur. 
poses, if such taxpayer shall 
be required to file any such 
last-mentioned declaration. 


(2) A taxpayer who, on April 


fifteenth of the current year, 
did not reasonably expect that 
he would earn any salaries, 
wages, commissions and other 
compensation not subject to the 
provisions of Section 5 of this 
Ordinance relating to the col- 
lection at source, during the 
period between April first of 
the current year and December 
fifteenth of the current year, 
and who subsequent to April 
fifteenth of the current year, 
reasonably expects that he will 
earn salaries, wages, com mis- 
sions and other compensation, 
not subject to the provisions of 
Section 5 of this Ordinance, or 
on or before December thirty, 
first of the-current year, shall 
make and file on or before June 
fifteenth of the current year, 
September fifteenth of the cur- 
rent year, or January fifteenth 
of the subsequent year, which, 
ever of these dates next follows 
the date on which the taxpayer 
first reasonably expects that 
he will earn such taxable sal* 
aries, wages, commissions and 
other compensation, a declara. 
tion similar to that required 
under the immediately fore- 
going paragraph (1). The tax. 
payer making the declaration 
shall, at the time of filing 
thereof, pay to the Township 
of Sugar Grove the estimated 
tax shown as due provided, 
however, 
that the 
taxpayer 


shall have the right to pay the 
estimated tax in equal install, 
ments on or before the quar. 
terly installment payment dates 
which remain after the filing of 
the declaration, 


(3) The Income Tax Officer 


is hereby authorized to pro. 
vide by regulation for the mak- 
ing and filing of adjusted dec- 
laration of estimated salaries, 
wages, commissions and other 
compensation and for the pay- 
ments of the estimated tax in 
cases where a taxpayer who 
has filed the declaration here- 
inabove required shall there- 
after either reasonably expect 
additional salaries, wages,com. 
missions and other compensa. 
tion not previously declared or 
find that he has overestimated 
his salaries, wages, commis- 
sions and other compensation. 


(4) On or before April fifteen- 


th of the subsequent year,every 
taxpayer who has received tax. 
able salaries, wages, commis- 
sions and other compensation, 
shall make and file with the 
Income Tax Officer on a form 
prescribed by him, a final re- 
turn showing all such salaries, 
wages, commissions and other 
compensation earned during the 
period beginning April first of 
the current year and ending 
December thirty-first of the 
current year, the total amount 
of tax due thereon, the amount 
of estimated tax thereon paid 
under the provisions of this 
section, If any, and the amount, 
if any, of tax thereon that has 
been withheld pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 5 of this 
Ordinance and the balance of 
tax due. On or before January 
thirty.first of the subsequent 
year, a taxpayer may, in lieu 
of paying his fourth quarterly 
Installment of his estimated 
tax, elect to file his final re- 
turn with the Income Tax offi- 
cer and make final payment 
or claim refund as the case 
may be. 


At the time of filing the final 


return, the taxpayer shall pay 
the balance of the tax due or 
shall make demand for refund 
or credit in the case of over- 
payment. 


Section 5. COLLECTION AT

and December thirty.first of 
the current year, respectively. 


B. On or before February

year, every such employer shall 
file with the Income Tax Offi- 
cer on forms prescribed by Mm:

Ing the total amount of salaries, 
wages, commissions and other 
compensation earned by his em- 
ployee or employees, on which 
a tax is imposed by this Ordl. 
nance, the total amount of tax 
deducted and the total amount 
of tax paid to the Township of 
Sugar Grove In respect of sal. 
aries, wages, commissions and 
other compensation earned by 
his employee or employees dur- 
ing the period beginning April 
first of the current year and 
ending December thirty-first of 
the current yearjand 


(2) A return in respect of 


eacn person who was an em- 
ployee during all or any part 
of the period beginning April 
first of the current year and 
ending December thirty.first of 
the current 
year, and who 


earned during such period, any 
salaries, wages, commissions 
or other compensation subject 
to the tax imposed by this Or. 
dinance, setting forth the em- 
ployee's name, address and So- 
cial 
Security 
number, the 


amount of such salaries, wages, 
commissions or other compen- 
sation earned by the employee 
during the said period, the 
amount of tax deducted there, 
from and such other relevant 
information as the Income Tax 
Officer may require. Every em- 
ployer shall furnish a copy of the 
Individual return to the em. 
ployee in the respect of whom 
it was filed. 


C. Every employer who dis. 


continues business prior to De. 
cember thirty.first of the cur. 
rent year, shall, within thirty 
(30) days after the discontinu- 
ance of business, file the re- 
turns hereinabove required and 
pay the tax due. 


D. The failure or omission 


of any employer to make the 
deduction required by this sec- 
tion shall not relieve any em- 
ployee from the payment of the 
tax or from complying with the 
requirements of this Ordinance 
relating to the filing of declara. 
tions and returns. 


E. If an employer makes a 


deduction of tax as required by 
this Section 5, the amount de- 
ducted shall constitute in the 
hands of such employer a trust 
fund held for the account of the 
Township of Sugar Grove as 
beneficial owner thereof and the 
employee from whose salaries, 
wages, commissions or other 
compensation such tax was de- 
ducted shall be deemed to have 
paid such tax. 


Section 6. POWERS AND 


DUTIES OF THE INCOME TAX 
OFFICER 


A. It shall be the duty of the 


Income Tax Officer to collect 
and receive the taxes, fines and 
penalties imposed by this Or. 
dinance. It shall also be his 
duty to keep a record showing 
the amount received by him 
from each taxpayer or employ- 
er paying the tax and if paid by 
such taxpayer or employer In 
respect of another taxpayer, the 
name of such other taxpayer and 
the date of such receipt. 


B. The Income Tax Officer 


is hereby charged with the ad- 
ministration and enforcement 
of the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance and is hereby empowered 
to prescribe, adopt, promulgate 
and enforce rules and regula. 
tlons relating to any matter per- 
talning to the administration 
and enforcement of this Ordi. 
nance, including provisions for 
the re-examination and correc- 
tion of declarations and returns 
and of payments alleged or found 
to be incorrect, or as to which an 
overpayment Is claimed or 
found to have occurred, and to 
prescribe forms necessary for 
the administration of this Ordi. 
nance. 


C. The Income Tax Officer 


and agents designated in writing 
by him are hereby authorized 
to examine the books, papers 
and records of any taxpayer or 
employer In order to verify the 
accuracy of any declaration or 
return, or, if no declaration or 
return was filed, to ascertain 
the tax due. Every taxpayer and 
employer Is hereby directed and 
required to give to the Income 
Tax Officer or to any agent so 
designated by him the oppor. 
tunity for such examinations 
and investigations as are here- 
by authorized. 


D. Any information gained by 


the Income Tax Officer, his 
agents, or by any other official, 
agent or employee of the Town- 
ship of Sugar Grove as a result 
of any declarations, returns, 
Investigations, hearings or ver- 
ifications 
required 
or 
au- 


thorized by thisOrdinance,shall 
be confidential and shall not be 
disclosed to any person except 
for official use in connection 
with the administration or en- 
for cement of this Ordinance or 
as otherwise provided by law. 


E. Any taxpayer or employ- 


er aggrieved by any action of 
the Income Tax Officer shall 
have the right of appeal as 
provided by law. 


Section 7. SUIT FOR COL- 


LECTION OF TAX 


A. The Income Tax Officer 


may sue in the name of the 
Township of Sugar Grove for 
the recovery of taxes due and 
unpaid under this Ordinance. 


B. Any suit brought to re- 


cover the tax imposed by this 
Ordinance shall be begun with, 
in three (3) years after such 
tax is due and within three (3)

Section 10. APPOINTMENT 


OF INCOME TAX OFFICER 


The Township of Sugar Grove 


shall, by resolution hereafter 
to be adopted, designate such 
person, persons, firm or cor« 
poration as Income Tax Officer 
at the rate of compensation as 
they shall deem appropriate, 
whose term shall expire at the 
end of the year for which ap- 
pointed. The designated Income 
Tax Officer shall have the pow.

Section 11. APPLICABILITY

WASHINGTON (AP)- T h e 


Louis Harris Poll indicates pub- 
lic 
confidence in President 


Johnson is at a record low, 
while the Gallup Poll shows 
voters have more faith in the 
Republican ihan in the Demo- 
cratic party. 
The Harris Poll, published 
, 


yesterday in the Washington 
Post, said public confidence in 
Johnson personally and in his 
handling of the Vietnam war had 
dropped to 23 per cent of those 
responding late last month. 


The Gallup Poll, on the other 


hand, said its nationwide survey 
indicated 30 per cent of those 
responding had more faith in 
the GOP than in the Democratic 
party to handle fee war, racial 
strife and the high cost of liv- 
ing. 


Asked about the polls, White 


House press secretary George 
Christian said the President 
makes his decisions on the basis 
of what he thinks is right and 
not on "whether the polls are 
up or down." 
When a reporter 
suggested 


the latest surveys seem to indi- 
cate Johnson is hi serious politi- 
cal 
trouble, Christian said 


everyone seems to have his 
own favorite indices and baro- 
meters of public opinion, "but 
you can't run me presidency 
on those indices." 


He went on: 
"What Fm trying to drive at 


is that the President is fully 
aware that not everything he 
does is 100 per cent popu- 
lar. And as he has express, 
ed it, he has to proceed on what 
he thinks is right. You can't 
base it on polls." 


The American Institute of Pub- 


lic Opinion, Dr. George Gal- 
lup1 s poll organization, said 26 
per cent of those reached named 
the Democrats as best able to 
handle the problems, tt said 
another 28 per cent felt there 
was no difference and 16 per 
cent had no opinion. 
ft was the first time since 


1957 that the Gallup Poll rated 
the Republicans over the Demo- 
crats in terms of voter confi- 
dence. 
The Harris Poll meanwhile 


said support for Johnson's de. 
termination "to fight on until 
a negotiated peace is reached" 
in Vietnam had dropped 11 per 
cent in a month to only 26 
per cent in October. Johnson's 
position had the support of 51 
per cent of those polled in July. 


Harris said those who want to 


get out of Vietnam "as quickly 
as possible" have increased 
from 25 per cent last July to 
44 per cent in late October. He 
said the number of those who 
want "total military victory" 
is 21 per cent, the same as 
last July. 
Harris also said both those 


who want a total victory and 
toose who want to get out say 
they will vote for any Republi. 
can nominee against Johnson. 


While the poll shows most 


Americans wanting a change in 
Vietnam policy, Harris report- 
ed his poll shows only 29 per 
cent favoring a halt in the bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam. He said 
53 per cent feel the bombing 
should be continued and 18 per 
cent were undecided.

nouncing toe odds and the moral- 
ity of toe New York State lot. 
tery, toe Senate voted yester- 
day to bar all federallydnsured 
banks 
from selling lottery 


tickets. 


The bill, which would close 


off about 60 per cent of toe 
present sales outlets for toe 
New York lottery, passed by a 
voice vote after toe Senate re- 
jected, 56 to 17, an effort by 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
to recommit toe measure. 


Rep. Wright Patman, D-Tex., 


who sponsored a more restric. 
tive version of toe bill which 
passed toe House last July 13. 
said last night he "probably" 
will accept changes made in toe 
measure by the Senate. This 
would allow the bill to go di- 
rectly to toe President, by. 
passing a SenateJlouse con. 
ference to resolve differences 
in toe two versions. 


Joseph H. Murphy, toe New 


York State tax commissioner 
who has charge of toe lottery, 
had said that toe bill would be 
"a severe blow" to toe lottery, 
whose proceeds go to support 
education. However, with sales 
of toe lottery tickets lagging 
far below expectations and toe 
threat of congressional action 
to bar banks from selling toe 
$1 tickets, the state has been 
considering new sales outlets. 


Within a few days, for exam- 


p,le, lottery tickets will be sold 
as an experiment throughout the 
state in selected supermarkets, 
drug stores and department 
stores. The tickets will be sold 
at special booths by state em- 
ployes. Under state law at pres- 
ent, toe tickets can be sold only 
in banks, hotels, motels and 
government offices. 


The State Tax Department is 


expected to recommend addi- 
tional sales outlets to toe legis- 
lature, which will convene in 
January. 
The bill that passed toe Sen. 


ate yesterday would not take 
effect until next April 1 to al- 
low toe legislature time to au- 
thorize new sales outlets to re.

At pres- 
ent more than 2,500 banks and 
branches in toe state sell toe 
lottery tickets.

are one such stage, toe justice 
concluded, and so" "a lawyer 
must be afforded." 


The ruling bridges a gap left 


open when the court gave im- 
poverished defendants the right 
to free legal help from police 
investigation through trial, ft 
was 
made in two Washington 


state cases but is broad enough 
to apply in toe many states 
that either require or permit 
such hearings. 


On an entirely different front, 


toe court refused to hear a suit 
challenging the New, York Stock 
Exchange's brokerage commis- 
sions system-aa action that 
gratified toe exchange and thor- 
oughly displeased Chief Justice 
Earl Warren.
